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ITH traditional Lon- 

doners now turning to 
the British National Party in 
ever-increasing numbers, the 
‘Old Gang’ parties are having 
to look elsewhere for votes to 
boost their flagging fortunes in 
the GLA elections on May Ist.

HE Government is lying 

about the true death toll 
caused by superbugs in our 
hospitals and it is failing to 
reduce infection rates, leaving 
our hospitals amongst the most 
germ-infested in Europe. 
“Antibiotic-resistant bacteria are 
now so well established here that 
we will never get rid of them.” 
That’s the warning from leading 
bacteriologist Professor Hugh 
Pennington of Aberdeen University. 
Professor Mark Enright, a top 
molecular epidemiologist at 
Imperial College London, accused 
the Government of understat- 


ing the actual death toll from the

superbugs, notably Methicillin- 
Resistant Staphylococcus aureus 
(MRSA) and Clostridium difficile 
(C difficile). 

“A lot of people are never tested 
for these infections and their 


deaths are put down to some- 


thing else” he said. 

In other advanced Western 
countries, strict cleanliness and 
hygiene measures have kept 
superbug infection rates low, but 
in Britain the situation is out of 
control. In 2004 the Government 
pledged to halve MRSA infec- 
tion rates but it was just more 
New Labour spin - the reality is 
that more patients, especially the 
elderly, are leaving hospital with 
the infection. 

In a league table of superbug 
infection rates containing 31 
European countries, Britain is 
now 27th, ahead only of Malta,

More Labour lies 


HE findings of the House of 

Lords Economic Commit- 
tee inquiry into immigration 
has exposed yet more lies from 
this Labour Government. 
The report concludes that immi- 
gration is not of economic benefit 
to Britain - something that 
the BNP has been consis- 
tently saying since the Party 
was founded in 1980. 
It says that the Government’s 
key claim that immigration 
increases _ Britain’s over- 
all gross domestic product 
(GDP) is. “irrelevant and 
misleading” and that the real 
issue is whether immigra- 
tion has boosted income per 
head of population. Its con- 
clusion is that the effects on 
per capita income are “very 
small whether positive or 
negative”. 
So Labour has allowed 3 mil- 
lion immigrants to settle in 
Britain since 1997, placing 
huge strains on our public 
services leading to tensions 
within our communities, and 


it has all been for nothing. 

The Government claims it has 
encouraged immigration to pro- 
vide Britain with a “dynamic, 
vibrant and diverse society.” 

The British National Party says 
Labour has encouraged immi- 


gration because immigrants vote 
Labour, provide a never-ending 
supply of cheap labour and cover- 
up the Government’s failures 
over the education and training 
of Britain’s own workforce. 
Consecutive ` Labour and Tory 
Governments have tried to 
stifle any debate on immigra- 
tion. They branded the BNP 
as racists for daring to voice 
the public’s' concern and 
refused to even appear with 
BNP candidates at election 
time to stop the issue being 
debated at the hustings. 

For a time this intimidation 
worked. A Newsnight poll 
of white British adults found 
that 77% felt that they could 
not criticise immigration 
without being labelled racist 
- but now, thankfully, the 
political climate in Britain is 
changing. 

On May Ist voters will be 
able to give their verdict 
on Labour and the Tories’ 
failed immigration policies 
of the past fifty years.

T WAS the first time that 

there had been local coun- 
cil elections held on Maundy 
Thursday and it proved first 
time lucky for the British 
National Party. 
Until recently it was a day which 
was not counted in the elec- 
tion process because it was just 
before a public holiday and 
as such might have effected 
the turnout, but voters went 
to the polls in significant 
numbers in Gooshays ward 
in the’ London borough 
of Havering to give Mark 
Logan and his dedicated 
BNP campaign team a stun- 
ning victory. 
Not only did the BNP hold 
on to this ward in a by-elec- 
tion which was prompted 
by the early resignation of a 
BNP councillor, something 
the Party has only been able

to do on one other occasion, but 
we increased our vote by nearly 
10% to secure a 38% vote share. 
And it was that share of the vote 
that gave the Party such a huge 
morale boost. The ward had been 
pencilled in as a 20-25% vote 
share in the BNP’s grand strat- 
egy to gain representation on the 
GLA, and the vote came in with 
an extra 13%. 

It was also significant that the 
near 10% increase in the BNP 
vote from May 2006, comes in 
the main from the UKIP candi- 
date whose vote collapsed by 
nearly 8%. 

The retiring British National 


Party councillor, Alan Bailey, 
stood down because family and 
work responsibilities meant he 
couldn’t devote as much time to 
his councillor duties as he would 
have wished. 

Alan could have continued as a 
councillor, just taking the money, 
without doing the work, but repre- 
sentatives of the British National 
Party have a sense of honour and 
of responsibility and therefore 
would not defraud the electorate 
in the way the other parties do: 

It is a well-known fact that the 
parties which cause by-elections 
are normally punished by the 
electorate, but the BNP needn’t 
have worried. 

Candidate Mark Logan, 
has lived in Havering for 
the last 25 years and the 
father of three, who works 
as a contracts manager in 
the construction industry, 
is a tireless community 
worker and the voters of 
Gooshays ward were well 
aware of this.

Labour's £100,000 rates 
fraud exposed in Burniey 


URNLEY Labour Party 

has ripped off the town’s 
taxpayers to the tune of £100,000 
and used the money for political 
campaigning. 
Back in 1990, Burnley Labour 
Party was given charitable status 
by the then Labour-run Burnley 
Council so it could claim a 75% 
rates reduction on its Victoria 
Street offices in the town centre. 
This rates relief scandal only came 
to light when Liberal Democrats 
tried to engage in a similar scam 
for their new political offices. 
Councillor Sharon Wilkinson, 
British National Party leader 
on Burnley Council said it was 
typical of the Labour Party to 
show such contempt for the 
people of the town: 
“The Labour Party should never 
have qualified as a charity and

council taxpayers of Burnley have 
been subsidising the Labour Party 
and I don’t know how they have 
got away with it for so long. 


“They will have to pay ALL this 
money back because they got it 
under false pretences. 

“They are making all these 
statements about council tax rises 
and the budget yet they have been 
doing this all the time. 

“No wonder they have been able 
to finance expensive campaigns 
against the British National Party 
- they have been using taxpayers’ 
money to do it.” 

Fearing a backlash in the local 


elections in May, Labour MP 


Kitty Ussher, who is now the 
lead tenant at the three-storey 
complex, said she was unaware of 
the arrangement and has offered 
to repay the relief incurred on 
the premises since she entered 
Parliament. in 2005, but that 
alone probably won’t be enough 
to placate voters.

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No new life or identity 
for little Jamie Bulger 


N February 12th 1993, three 

year-old Jamie Bulger was 
taken from a Liverpool shopping 
centre by two 10-year-old boys. 
He left his mother’s side for just a 
second, but that was long enough 
for Jon Venables to take his hand 
and lead him away to his death. 
Together with Robert Thompson, 
Jon Venables took Jamie.on a three 
mile trek, stopping every now and 
again to torture the little boy who 
was crying for his mummy. 
Finally they stopped at a railway 
track where they brutally kicked 
him, threw stones at him, rubbed 
paint into his eyes, and tried to cut 
off his fingers with a pair of scis- 
sors. They then left his tiny battered 
body on the tracks so a train could 
run him over to hide their crime. 
These two boys understood what 
they had done was wrong and 
that’s why they tried to make it 
look like an accident. 
Venables and Thompson were found 
guilty of murder at Preston Crown 
Court on November 24, 1993. The 
trial judge sentenced them to be 
detained at HerMajesty’s pleasure, 


- with a recommendation that they 


should be kept in custody for “very, 
very many years”. 

Yet shortly after the trial, Lord Taylor 
of Gosforth, the Lord Chief Justice, 
stepped in and ordered that the two 
boys should serve just ten years, 
which would have made them eli- 
gible for release in February 2003. 
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JAMIE BULGER: He was subjected to 
a terrifying ordeal before being left for 
dead on a railway line. 

In fact they were released two years 
earlier than his recommendation on 
a life licence in June 2001. 

An injunction was imposed shortly 
after the trial, preventing the pub- 
lication of details about the boys. 
The injunction has remained in 
force following their release, so 
that details of their new identities 
could not be published. 

Just last month Lady Justice 
Butler-Sloss awarded Venables and 
Thompson anonymity for the rest 
of their lives so that they can settle 
in Australia without any unwel- 
come intrusion by the media. 
There can be no new life or iden- 
tity for little Jamie Bulger. After 
what they did to him, Venables and 
Thompson should never have been 
released from prison, let alone pro- 
vided with the where-with-all to 
live a relatively normal life.

British homeowners will be 
paying an estimated £1.3billion 
a year extra as a result of the 
banks ramping up their profit 
margins on mortgages to offset 
their losses. 
New figures, released at Easter, 
show that Britain’s banks have 
massively increased the margin 
between the rate at which they 
borrow money from each other 
and the rate at which they lend it 
to us. 
In 2007, a homeowner with a 
two-year fixed rate deal would 
typically have paid an interest 
rate just 0.2% higher than the rate 
at which the bank itself borrowed 
the money. That mark-up has 
now increased to over 1.6%, an 
eightfold increase in their profits. 
Even though Bank of England 
interest rates are going down, 
1.4 million British householders 
whose fixed rate deals end this 
year will face bigger monthly 
mortgage bills. 
Consumer groups have accused 
banks of plundering homeowners. 
As Eddy Weatherill, Chief Exec- 
utive of the Independent Banking 
Advisory Service put it: 


“They all got into this position 
and now the customer is going to 
pay for it”. 

People who lend money they 
haven’t got and borrow more 
money on the basis of bad debts 
and wild gambles cunningly con- 
cealed within accounting dodges 
should end up in jail.

EU seeks to close UK winery 


ORE petty regulations have been 

imposed by the tyrannical EU, this 
time hitting an award winning winemaker. 
The Lurgashall Winery in West Sussex 
faces a bill of £30,000 to make changes to 
its production line because under new EU 
directive 2007/45/EC, which was drawn up 
last September, their bottles are now ille- 
gal, being the wrong shape and volume. 
The winery currently sells its produce in 
75cl and 37.5cl bottles. The new European 
Union rules state that such products must 
only be sold in 7(cl or 35cl bottles. 
Now the firm faces prosecution for “illegal” 
bottles which shows just how far the EU is 
prepared to go to destroy our traditions. 


AST month the world’s 

central banks pumped 
£140billion of liquidity into 
global markets. 
In America, the US Federal 
Reserve offered $140billion 
in secured Government bonds 
in exchange for packages of 
American mortgages held by 
banks in trouble because of the 
credit crunch, which is in effect 
part-nationalising the mortgage 
market there. So now if someone 
defaults on one of those mort- 
gages, it’s the American taxpayer 
that foots the bill, not the bank 
which lent the money. 
Here, the Bank of England made 
£10billion available for banks 
unable to raise funds because of 
concerns over their viability to 
continue in business, and said it 
would consider providing another 
£10billion next month. 
Remember that this is your 
money being used to bail out 
private banks that have got into 
trouble because in their greed 
for higher returns they lent their 
money unwisely. 
What is happening here is that 
money is being created rather 
than earned and that will bring the 
whole system crashing down. The 
first rule of good banking is that if 
a bank makes ill-advised loans it 
should have to pay the penalty for 
that bad judgement.

HEN Bob Crow appeared on BBC2’s Newsnight 

programme to discuss the alienation felt by the white 
working class, in which our own Nick Griffin managed to get 
across some excellent points, he rolled out the old mantra that 
this was a class issue and not one of race, implying that people 
align more with their class than with their race. He was once 
again proclaiming the old Marxist slogan, ‘Workers of the world 
unite you have nothing to lose but your chains’. 
History has proven this to be fanciful and nowhere is 
this better examined than in Niall Ferguson’s excellent book, The 
War of the World. Here he describes periods of war and civil unrest 
in the 20th century and concludes that ethnicity was more important 
than class in such events. 
One such incident was the Odessa riots in Russia, which was a 
spontaneous uprising which included nearly all classes of Russian 
society together, from barefoot beggars to chiefs of station. In the 
aftermath three Kiev police officers including a colonel were charged 
with dereliction of duty. The old idea that the Russian revolution was 
one of social polarisation appears to look rather doubtful - ethnic 
polarisation would be a much more accurate description. 
In the First World War socialists hoped that soldiers would repudiate 
their national loyalties for the sake of international brotherhood, but 
this was never realised on the Western Front; and the fact that attitudes 
of hate could become entrenched on the Western Front between two 
sides whose ethnic differences were minimal showed the potential 
for unconstrained violence when the differences were deeper. 
Bob Crow may hope that the diverse ethnic working class 
groups of these islands will unite in a class war, but history it 
seems is not on his side.

LTHOUGH there is often a feeling of sadness nowadays on 

returning to places we visited as children to see how they 
have altered, imagine how it must be for those who grew up in 
Africa to make such a similar trip. The author Peter Godwin 
described such a visit when he returned to Lourenco Marques 
now known as Maputo. 
Growing up in landlocked Rhodesia, Lourenco Marques in Mozam- 
bique was where his family would go for their seaside holiday. On 
returning twenty years later, after the Portuguese had left he o 
ered a vastly different place. 
Gone was the gracious avenue of trees which led down to the sea- 
front, all had long ago been chopped down for firewood. A trip to thè 
once bustling market displayed just empty stalls. 
The zoo that he had loved as a child was still there but the animals 
had long since disappeared. All had starved to death he was told. 
The last to go had been the crocodile which had been kept alive by 
feeding it live cats and dogs. He was then startled to discover that a 
woman was now living with her four children in the m cage for 
which she was paying rent. 
Most of the hotels there were filled with squatters and the only one 
he could find which still took in paying guests was severely lacking 
in the star department. The lift shafts were filled with rubbish and 
there was now no electricity to the place. As he climbed the stairs he 
could hear slops being thrown from the windows and he felt he was 
being transported back to some medieval scene. 
The fall of modern empires can be likened to the fall of the Roman 
Empire: the retreat to the motherland with the barbarians at the 
gate. The difference today is that the barbarians at our gates are 
from the Third World and not Europe, and that will make the fall 
of the Roman Empire appear more like a minor inconvenience in 
the passage of time compared with what is to come.

“Maybe they are stripping them 
apart for the lead, or perhaps they 
are tipping the acid in the water to 
kill the fish,” he told the Evening 
Standard.
